Extract of a Report from the Minister of General Police to 
the Consguls,. relative to transported Wricsts. 

«© There are, no doubt, a great number of dangerous 
and turbulent Priefts, over whom the public authority 
ought to.be. inceflantly watchful, and whom it ought 
fometimes to punith. But there are others who are 
peaceable and fubmiflive to the laws, who would have 
been ferviceable to the Republic, if they had not been 
outraged by oppreffive meafures agaiaft their dearelt af- 
feétions, and their oldeft habits. : 

‘€ Such is the deplorable ftate of the meafures which 
have been adopted. ‘The pity of-the, ‘public for thofe 
who are perfecuted, has weakened the force of juftice 
again{t the intolerant and fapatical, and fuperftition re- 
vives the recollection of all the perfecutions to which the 
Minilters of public worthip have been expofed.”” 
In confequence of this report, the Confuls, have a- 
dopted the tajlowing order : 

PARIS—NOV, 29+, 1799- 
The Confuls of the Republic, {pecially entrufted 
with the care of eftablifhing order in the interior, after 
having read the report of the Minifter of General Po- 
lice, order as follows : 


Art I. The orders of the Executive Directory,, individual- 
ly and collectively issued, in pursuance of the law of the sth 
September, are repealed, as far as concerns the Priests. who 


who have taken the oaths prescribed to the Ministers of Wor- 
ship at the different periods. ad, ‘Those who are married. 

il. The Priests included in one of these two classes, and who 
shall be actually detained at the Isle of Rhe, .or at that of Ole- |. 
ron, shall be set at liberty, after having proved that they come 
within one of the above exceptions, before the Municipal Ad- 
ministration of the circle in which they are, and having ob- 
tained certificates from the Administration. 

Il!, Those who shall be liberated before their sentence of de- 
portation is carried into execution, shall.in like manner justify 
their claim before the Central Administrations of their y ww 
ments. 

IV. The persons pointed out by article 2d, shall cause an 
authentic act of the manner in whjch the kw applies to them, 
2 be delivered to them by the authority which recognizes their 
claim. 

V. The Central Administration shall send to the Minister of 
the Police, a dist containing the names of all the Pricsts who 
shall be set at liberty. In this list mention shaJl be made of 
the place where every one of them intends-to reside. 

VI. ‘This order shall be printed in the bulletin of the laws, 
and the Munistcr of General Police is charged to carry it into 
execution.

NEW CONSTITUTION. 
Citizen Roederer has this day lifted another corner of 
the veil which concealed the New Conftitution. ‘Fhe 
following is the idea which he gives of the public 
eftablifhment. 





LEGISLATIVE POWER. 

There is to be a Council of State’ to propofe the law, 
which Council makes part of the Executive Power; to 
debate this propofition there fhall bea Tribunate or 
Body of the Reprefeatatives of the people, and, to pro- 
nounce a decifion on the propofitions alfented to, or re- 
jected, a Legiflative Body. 

The Legiilative Body is tobe compofed of 300 mem- 
bers, the Tribunate uf 100, the Council of State of 
30. 

EXECUTIVE POWER. 

There is to be a Firft Conful, who is to appoint and 
difmifs Minitters, Generals, Ambafladors, and Coun- 
fellors of ftate. ‘There are to be two other Confuls to 
difcufs affairs with the firft; they are to have merely a 
voice to advife, are to be inviolable in their perfons, 
and to be nominated for ten years; eligible, however, 
again after that period: and they are to have a guard, 
‘Lhe Firft.Conful is to have a falary of $00,000 livres. 
There are to be befides two Councils of State, one fur 
foreign and the other for home affairs. It is with the 
Jatter that meafures are to originate. It is befides to 
take cognizance of Adimiralty litigations.—Such is the 
Government. 

The Adminiftration is entrufled, iff, ‘To: Minifers 
or Councils of Adminiftration, fuch as the Admiralty. 
2d, ‘lo the Adminiftrations of Communes of twenty 
fquare myriameters, where there are Commiflaries ap- 
pointed by the Confuls. gdly, To entermeédiate- Off.

JUDICIAL POWER. 
‘This shall be arranged hereafter by Conftitational 
méans eftablithed for the formation of the law. 
CONSERVATORY POWFR. 

There is to be a body of from 80 to 100 members, 
who are to be appointed for life, and are to have a re- 
venue of 25,000 fra.@s, fecured upon land. ‘They are 
to nominate themfelves to. places which may become 
vacant in their own body ; 40 years of age isa necefla- 
ry qualification. ‘This corps exercues different func- 
tions. a 
rit, It elegts the Members of the Legiflative Body’ 
and of the ‘fribunate, and takes from the lit of the 
Notables of the nation, or from the perfons elected 
of the 3d clafs. ae 
2d. It pronounces on the unconftitutional aéts com- 
mttted by authorities which are not refponfible to the 
Legiflasive or Executive Power. 
3d. Inexercifes a right of reviling the lift of the Not- 
ables of the Nation, of whom it can every year {trike off 
a hundreth part. 
4th. It either is, or probably will become Grand 
Jury in cafes of crimes imputed to public funétionaries. 
‘}he Confuls on poing out of office or refigning be- 
come Members of the Body of Confervators by right. 
"he ambitious views of the Court of Vienna are 
known to all Cabinets. ‘They are fo unreafonable that 
the hope of peace mult vanith; it is no doubt Italy 
which (tands in the way of conciliation. It is believed 
that Buonaparte infitts on the *reaty of Campo Vormio 
forming the bafis of any new treaty ; but the houfe of 
Aulhia thinks of nothing Iefs than adding Rome and 
Italy to their dominions, and of realizing in favour of 
their head the ancient title of Emperor of the Ro- 
mans. f 

The late reverfes of the French in Italy render them 
more ftedfaft in this hope, and lefs eafily to be treated 
with.
